But I’can assure him that 
there is a good deal of fun to be got out of it. Besides, 
it is very cheap, and has the charm of novelty. 

My own SS elaine were very simple. Before 
leaving home I forwarded letters containing small sums 
of money to the post-offices of varions towns through 
which I proposed eng The lettera were addressed 
so that I could get:them from the callers’ | ox, and the 
money they contained I used to purchase food with; 
very often to “stand treat” to interesting companions

I had purposely selected a route which led through 
the prettiest part of the sauthern counties, and one on 
which tramps were far more numerous than milestones.

Upon presenting myself for admiasion, I was 
taken before a man who asked me numerous questions 
as to who I was, where I came from, where I was goiny, 
and so forth. 

All my replies he entered in a big book. I was 
searched in order that no pipe, tobacco, matches, or 
money might be left upon me; then a big lump of diy 
bread was banded to me, and I was conducted to « 
bath-room. 

The bath was filled with the dirtiest water I had ever 
seen, but I managed to get off without having ‘o plungs 
into it. 

However, I was made to strip, my own clothes were 
taken away, and a workhouse,shirt, that would have 
comfortably fitted half-a-dozen such men as I, was 
handed to me. Then I was moved away in a cell, where 
I had. to make myself as comfortable as possible until 
miorning on a plank bed with two or three hcrribly 
rough hempen blankets. 4 

In the next cell to me was a man who had a fivent 
knowledge of all the swear words in several different 
dan guages, and kept on rehearsing them throughout tbe 
night. The reason of this I next morning discovered to 
be that a rat had got into his cell, and stolen his allow- 
ance of bread. 

The worst feature of a casual ward is that you are 
virtually kept prisoner for twenty-four hours. In places 
where stone-breaking is the allotted task you spend all 
this time in solitary confinement. However, I took 
care to steer clear of these workhouses. What I was 
doing for pleasure I found many doctors, univeraity 
graduates, ex-naval and military officers, and other men 
who had once held good positions, doing from necessity. 

Some were temporarily down in -world, others 
were hopelessly subm No tramp visits the same 
casual ward twice within three months. If he does he 
is kept prisoner for three days. Doses-houscs I found 
to be less irkeome and much less cleanly than casual 


wards. 

In fine weather I used to walk about twenty miles per 
day. This gave me plenty of opportunities for : 
ing the scenery of the various districts through which I 
paseed. I visited many notable places, and spent a con- 
siderable time in ferreting out ager ittle spots 
that were even more attractive than the show places to 
which I. went: 

Did I enjoy myself? I did immensely. There is a 
charm about this vagrant life that fastens iteelf 
one. Probably this arises to some extent from 
feeling of relief one experiences at being for the 
moment freed from the tions of conventionality.
